My intention.is to give this 
subject all the consideration" -which I p'ossi- 
aibly can before I speak fully and definitely 
in regard to it, [cheers], so that when I do 
speak I.may be as nearly right aa possible 
[long and continued applause].;:..and.when 
J. do speak, fellow-citizens, I nope,to • say 
nothin-g in opposition to the. spirit of the 
constitution, contrary to the integrity of the 
Union, or which' will in any way prove ia- 
imical to the liberties of the people,ror to 
peace of the whole country. [Applause.] 
And furthermore, when the time arrives for 
me to speak on this great subject, I hope to 
say nothing which will disappoint the rea- 
sonable expectations of any man, or disap- 
point the people generally throughout the 
country; especially if ..their expectations, 
have been based upon anything .which I 
may have heretofore said. [Applause.]— 
Notwithstanding the troubles across, the 
river [the speaker pointing southwardly to 
the Manongahela] there is really no crisis 
springing from anything in the government 
itself. In plain words there is no crisis ex- 
cept an artificial one. [Laughter and ap-. 
plause.] 
What is there now to wan-ant the 


condition of affairs presented to our friends 
over the river? Take even their own view 
of the questions involved and there is noth-, 
ing to justify the course which they are pur- 
suing.

votes. That plank is as I now read. ' [The

here read.] As with all. general proposi- 
tions, doubtless there will be shadows of 
difference in construing this. I have by no 
means a thoroughly matu}'ed judgment up- 
on this subject especially as to details,— 
some general .ideas are all. I. have long 
thought that to produce any necessary ar- 
ticle at home which could' Be made of as 
good quality and with as little labor at home 
as abroad, would better bp made at. honie, 
at least by the difference of the carrying 
from abroad. In such a case the carrying 
is demonstrably a dead loss of labor. 


For instance, labor being the true stand- 


ard of value, is it not plain that if equal 
labor gets a bar of railroad iron out of a 
mine in England, and one out of a mine in 
Pennsylvania/each can be laid down in a 
track at borne cheaper than they could ex- 
change countries, at'least by the cost of 
carriage? If there be a present'cause why 
one can be both made and carried cheaper 
in money price than the. other can be made 
without carrying, that cause is an unnatu- 
ral and injurious one, and ought gradually, 
if not rapidly,.to be.removed. 


The condition of the"trea3nry at: this time 


would seem to render revision of the tariff 
indispensable. The Horrill bill, now pend- 
ing before congress, may or may not be- 
come alaw. I am not posted as to its pro- 
visions, but if they are generally satisfacto- 
ry, and the bill shall pass,, there will be an 
end for the present. 
If, however, it shall 


:not pass, I suppose the whole subject will 
be one of the most pressing and. important 
for_the next congress. By the constitution 
the executive may recommend measures, 
which he may think proper, and he'may 
veto those he thinks improper, and it: is 
supposed he may add to these certain in-, 
•fluences to affect the action of congress. 


My political education strongly inclines 


me against a free:use of any of these means 
by the executive to 'control the legislation 
of the country.

The democratic papers do not like Mr, 


Lincoln's speeches. The Cincinnati En- 
quirer says his Indianapolis 
address is 


" very incendiary." The Chicago Times 
asks if he is " insane," &c. Now what do 
they obj ectto ? It is that Mr. Lincoln asks— 
" If the United States should merely hold and 
retake its own forts and other property, and 
collect the duties on "foreign importations, 
or even withhold the mails from places 
where they are habitually violated, -would 
any or all these things be ' invasion ' or ' co- 
ercion ' ?" This is what the democratic pa- 
pers call " very incendiary," and which ex- 
hibits insanity on the part of the president 
elect. 


If Mr. Lincoln should take the positions 


here indicated and the democratic party 
should follow the lead of their newspapers 
in denouncing him, they will find that par- 
ty in a still smaller minority than it now is. 
The first thing to be demonstrated is that 
we have a government that has power 
enough to enforce its laws and protect it- 
self from robbery. 
The people want to 


know whether we are living under a system, 
so Mexican in its weakness that a pronun- 
ciamento from a faction baffled in an elec- 
tion, can put down a constitutional govern- 
ment. That is the question now to be tried, 
and the American people are only waiting 
lo see whether Abraham Lincoln is the man 
10 settle that question in the right way — 
We think he is; we have- faith in him ; he 
exhibits, already, the right traits for the ac- 
complishment of that most desirable ob- 
ject. 
The first requisite is courage, and the 


next is a proper appreciation of the difficul- 
ty to be overcome. 


His bearing and speeches during his tour 


Mhow that he is not frightened, although he 
acknowledges the immense responsibility of 
his position. We do not expect him to be 
i-ash and vindictive in the execution of the 
laws: he will give the misguided people of 
the south time for thought—for a sober se- 
cond thought—before he proceeds to try the in the peace congri 
question at issue ; but he will be Grin with rie, of Kentucky : 
them, and they will know just what he will 
do, when he gives an authoritative exposi- 
tion of his policy, in his inaugural on the 
4th of March. They will know, then, that 
their "rievances are groundless, and need 
no redress : they will see that their leaders 
have borne false witness against him and 
the party which elected him; and that there 
ii no occasion for compromise or concession 
to them, because their rights under the con- 
stitution will be as fully recognized and 
protected by Mr. Lincoln, as tbcy were by 
Washington, JefFerson and Madison. When 
they know and see this, we trust they will 
say with Mr. Lincoln, that " there is noth- 
ing going wrong," "nothing that really 
hurts any body," and become the supporters 
of his administration. But if South Caro- 
lina or the people of any other state still 
refuse to be satisfied, and continue their re- 
bellion, then the government must retake 
its forts and other property, collect its rev- 
enue on shin board, and withhold its mails 
from the rebel state, and the men who stand 
between the government and the execution 
of the laws will be rebuked by the people 
as traitors to their country, 
They will be 


known, then, as the Mexican party, and will 
Jose all title to the name of democracy.— 
They will eventually go the way of the Hart- 
ford convention federalists and the Burr 
conspirators, and be glad to have political 
oblivion shield them from the scorn of men, 


Mr. Lincoln'* Speech at Biillnio. 


The speech of the president elect at Buf- 


falo was similar in sentiment to others 
which he has made during his journey. In 
relation to what he says are the " threaten- 
ed difficulties" of the country, h» declares 
they are wittont precedent, and that it is 
proper he " should wait to see all the devel- 
opments, and get all the light possible, so 
that when he speaks authoritatively, he may 
be as near right as possible." He advises 
the people to " maintain their composure, 
stand up to their sober convictions of right, 
to the obligations of the constitution, and 
act in accordance with those sober convic- 
tions.'' 
This being done, he predicts that 


the clouds which have arisen in the politi- 
cal horizon will be dispelled. 


Let the people of every section maintain 


their composure, banish fear, and suppress 
all passion, and the threatened difficulties 
are piaced upon a sure basis of settlement. 
[t is evident that Mr. Lincoln looks upon 
the unprecedented condition of public af- 
fairs as the result of misapprehension and 
prejudice. When these are dispelled by 
time and patience, the people will see that 
the constitution as it is, will be sufficient 
for the whole country. 


'•Stand upon your sober convictions of 


right," says Mr. Lincoln. Let all do this, 
and no harm can come from it, if we are 
willing that the .majority shall determine at 
last, what is. right in the conduct of the 
government,- The trouble now is that those 
who are in the minority are not willing to 
submit to the arbitration of the ballot box 
in the election of president. Seven states 
are in rebellion, because the republicans 
have succeeded, at last, in getting posses- 
sion of one branch of the government. 
In 


their passion, these rebellious states do not 
remember that the opposition has submit- 
ted to defeat almost continually in the last 
twenty years. When they see, in taking 
this position, that they strike at the founda- 
tion of democratic republican principles in 
thus refusing to acquiesce in the vital prin- 
ciple of onr system, that the majority shall 
rule, they must, as passion subsides, acqui- 
esce in the expressed will of the uation. 


In the meantime, no disgraceful compro- 


mise of principle should be made ; let. all 
"stand upon their sober convictions of 
right"; nothing that republicans can prom- 
ise, or that Mr. Lincoln can do, in this way, 


fictions ao-sr, we shall acknowledge our 
cowardice and our insincerity. This, cer- 
tainly, is no way, in the conduct of human 
affairs, to conciliate opposition, or to obtain 
the respect of opponents. Those who be- 
come terrified at threats or tremble at the 
approach of danger, and who begin by 
compromising their "sober convictions," 
cannot stop in their downward course until 
they have conceded away everything.— 
Weakness invites aggression, and a hesita- 
ting and vacillating policy stimulates oppo- 
sition. We say, therefore, "stand upon 
our sober convictions of right." 


The Great H-ofrbery* 


The great robbery in the Interior and 


War Departments, perpetrated by Floyd, 
Bailey and Russell, has assumed the most 
astounding proportions. The select com- 
mittee of the house made its report on the 
12th, and after probing the matter to the 
bottom, they find that it amounts to $6,137, 
395. 
The guilt of Secretary Floj'd is estab- 


lished. 
While making the acceptances for 


Russell he was told by Senator Benjamin 
that what he was doing was illegal and 
wrong, but after that date he issued further 
acceptances to the amount of $2,163,000, 
for which no services were performed, and 
which are, of course, a total loss to the gov- 
ernment. 
This whole six millions of money 


is a loss to the government. The acceptances 
of Floyd for Eussell were based upon the 
contract for transporting the troops and mu- 
nitions of war to Utah, issued in advance of 
the performance of the duty, and in fact 
never were performed. Now, who got this 
enormous sum of money? The committee 
do not report, but the telegraph informed 
us some days ago, that'Floyd sent home to 
Virginia, before he left the war department, 
$120,000 in specie. 
Where is the remain- 


der? 
Is there not reason to suppose that 


it has gone to the support of the conspiracy 
lo destroy the government, of which Floyd 
was and is yet a chief? 
Would it not be 


well to compromise with Floyd and his se- 
cession crew, and get them back into the 
Union for fear we shall not have their honest 
aud valuable support of the government in 
the future? 
Certainly Mr. Lincoln must 


be "insane " if he refuses to conciliate them 
in some way. 


Tlie Kentuclcy Proposition. 


The following are the resolutions offered 


in the peace congress by Hon. Jamos Guth- 


ky: 


ARTICLE 1. That all territory of the Uni- 


ted States shall bo divided by a line from 
east to west, on the parallel of 36° 30' 
north latitude; and in all territory north of 
that line, involuntary servitude, except in 
punishment of crime, is prohibited whilst 
it shall belong to ths United States, or be 
under a territorial government; and in all 
territory south of said line, involuntary 
servitude is recognized aa it exists in the 
southern states of the Union, whilst such 
territory shall belong to the United States, 
or be under a territorial government; and 
neither congress nor the territorial govern- 
ment shall have power to hinder or prevent 
emigrants to said territory froin taking with 
them persons held to labor or involuntary 
service, according to the laws and usages 
of the state from which such persons may 
be taken, nor to impair the right arising 
out of said relations, and be subject to ju- 
dicial recognizance ; the United States 
courts of sach territpry shall have jurisdic- 
tion thereof, and those rights shall be pro- 
tected by the courts and all departments of 
the territorial government, under or accord- 
ing to the laws of the state from which the 
person bound to such service may have 
been taken 5 and when any territory north 


MADISON, Feb. 16. 


Mr. Phillips, from committee on railroads,

A motion to 
suspend the rules and put the bill upon its 
passage was lost for want of a two-third 
vote—ayes 47, noes 29. It was then con- 
sidered in committee of the whole.

bill will probably pass. 


D. H. Johnston introduced a bill to ex- 


empt the Milwaukee: and Prairie du Chien 
Railroad from the license system, and .to 
impose on it a tax to create a fund for the 
benefit of farm mortgagors. The bill was 
long and was read at length and then re- 
ferred to the joint committee for the benefit 
of farm mortgagors. 


The committee on judiciary reported a 


bill to pay 0. H. Waldo, Esq., $1,000 for 
attorney's fees in cases of B. A. Calkins, et. 
al., vs. the State. Referred to committee 
on claims.

The trip of Mr; Davia •from Mississippi 


to Montgomery was one continuous enthu- 
siastic ovation. He made 25 speeches on 
the route, returning thanks and compli- 
mentary greetings to crowds of ladies and 
gentlemen and military at the various de- 
pots. A committee of congress and the 
Montgomery authorities met Mr. D. about 
80 miles off and formally received him.—

siasm. A large crowd assembled at the 
depot, which Mr. Davis addressed as fol- 
lows:

congratulations arid hospitality of the peo- 
ple of Alabama, 
He briefly reviewed the 


present position of the south. He said the 
time for compromises is past, and we are 
now determined to maintain our position 
and make all who oppose us smell southern 
powder and feel southern steel. If coercion 
is persisted in, he had no doubts as to the 
result. We will maintain our rights of gov- 
ernment at all hazards—we ask nothing, 
want nothing, will have no complications. 
If other states join our confederation, they 
can freely come on oar terms. 
Our sepa- 


ration from the old Union is complete—no 
compromise, no reconstruction can now be 
entertained." 


A large crowd waited on Mr. Davis on 


his arrival at the Exchange Hotel. The 
ladies were equally enthusiastic with the 
gentlemen. 
At a quarter before 11 an en- 


thusiastic call was made on Mr, Davis. He 
appeared and said : 


Fellow citizens, and brethren of the con-

States, it may, if its form of goverment be 
republican, be admitted into the Union on

ART. 2. That no territory hereafter shall 


be acquired by the United States without 
the concurrence of a majority of the states 
north of Msso'n & Dixon's line, and also a 
majority of the senatprs south of said line; 
but no treaty by which territory shall bs ac- 
quired shall be ratified without the two- 
thirds vote of the senators, as required by 
the constitution. 


ART, 3. That the constitution, and no 


amendment thereof, shall be construed to 
give congress power to regulate, abolish 
or control, within any state or territory of 
the United States, the relation established 
or recognized by the laws thereof touching 
persons bound to labor or involuntary ser- 
vice in the District pf Columbia without 
the consent of Maryland and Virginia and 
the owners, or without making the owners 
who do not consent, previously, full com- 
pensation ; nor the power to interfere with 
or abolish involuntary service in places un- 
der tha exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States within those states or territories 
where the same is established oi' recognized; 
nor the power to prohibit the removal or 
trasportatlon of persons held to labor or in- 
voluntary service in any B^te or territory 
of the United States, to any other state or 
territory thereof, where it is established or 
recognized ; nor to authorize a specific tax 
or any higher rate of taxes on persona 
bound to labor, than on laud in proportion 
to value ; nor to authorize any of the Afri- 
can race or their descendants to become 
oitinens, or to exercise the right of suffrage 
in the choice of federal officers. 


ART. 4 
That hereafter the paragraph of 


the fourth article of the constition shall not 
be conafrued to prevent any of the states,
